Considerable mystery continues to 
surround the statement made to th«* 
I nited Pre** yesterday that France 
has gained stronger guarantees of 
protection in the event she should 
again be attacked by Germany than 
ane that have heretofore been pub- 
lised in term* of the peace treaty or 
provisions of the league of nation*. 
M hat the*** guarantees are i* being 
kept -ecret, but from additional in­ 
formation obtained today it would 
seem that some form of an “alliance’' 
has been agreed to. 
Whether this 
take* tile form of a defensive agree­ 
ment. under the league of nation* or 
whether the present association of 
allied powers will be continued until 
Germany comptie* with all the peace 
term.*, could not he learned, however. 
lf was {minted out, in connection with 
a possible defensive alliance, 
that 
nothing in Hie league covenant pre­ 
vents such an agreement. 
Article X of the covenant is in­ 
tended to obviate the necessity for 
such agreement*, but if a group of 
nations desire* ti defensive alliance, 
in 
addition to the league charter, 
they could formulate such a treaty 
so long as it did not interfere with 
the laws of the league. 
It would, of 
course, have to be filed with the s e c ­ 
retariat- of the league and made pub­ 
lic, 
thus 
safeguarding the world 
against “secret offensive alliance*.” 
What part America has in the guar­ 
antees to France, if any, could not bo 
a*certained.

The next congress, according to 
Washington advices, will be asked to 
enact legislation for the establish­ 
ment of a system of federal home 
loan banks, to be conducted iii much 
the same manner that the federal 
land loan banks are managed. 
I he 
purpose of the bill is to -ive tin' city 
re,'-dent the same chance to own bl­ 
awn home that the farmer has to own 
I: s farm. 
Any legislation that will 
encourage home owning is worthy of 
support and it i> strongly indicated 
that the members of congress will 
support the measure. 
The home is the foundation of the 
government. 
Tin* more homes that 
ere owned by the families living in 
them, the stronger will be the nation­ 
al spirit. 
The owning of a home 
gives 
a 
feeling of 
proprietor-hip 
which makes the owner want to de­ 
fend his nation against the foreign 
radicals who own no property and 
who spend their time in trying to 
destroy that which others have a c ­ 
quired. 
The chief work of the building and 
Loan associations is lending money 
to home builders. 
Association rep­ 
resentatives, in the Washington eon- 
ferenee, suggested that Congress on- 
act a law, permitting these associ­ 
ations to organize 
regional banks, 
capitalized bv tho associations arid 
operated by them under government 
supervision. 
The purpose of this 
* as to provide a regional bank which 
would perform for building associ­ 
ations a service similar to that per­ 
formed by the federal reserve bank 
for the commercial banks, and by the 
federal land bank for the national 
farm loan association. 
Owing to the congestion iii import­ 
ant 
legislative matters in the 
last 
Congress it was impo-.-ible to obtain 
consideration for the federal home 
loan bank project. 
Tho building and 
loan associations, working in har­ 
mony with the aims of the depart­ 
ment of labor in its campaigns tor 
Die revival of building and construc­ 
tion activities now have drafted a 
tentative hill which, with such re­ 
visions as may be considered pru­ 
dent will be introduced in the next 
congress with the influence of the 
national and state organizations of 
building and loan associations be­ 
hind it.

HOW TO GROW 


How to Grow Snap Beans. 
Snap bean" sometimes called bush 
beans, bunch beans, or string beans, 
are one of the most important crop" 
for the small garden, and will pro­ 
duce a large amount of food on a 
given area. 
The first planting may 
he made quite early, provided the 
beans do not 
come 
through 
the 
ground in time to Im' injured. 
It is a 
good plan to follow the first planting 
in a few days bv a >eeond planting 
to lifeguard against loss of tin* fir"t 
planting by a late frost. 
Succe>sive 
plantings should be made at intervals 
throughout the season in order 
to 
give a continuous supply. 
In sec­ 
tion" where tin* heat of mid"Urnmer 
is such that beaus will not thrive,two 
or three planting" may he .made in 
(lit* springtime, then no further plant­ 
ings until August or early September, 
at which time one or two plantings 
may ta made for fall use. 
Beans do 
bc-t on 
warm, 
well- 
drained, sandy loam soil 
hut 
they 
will grow on almost any good garden 
land. 
While beans require enough 
richness in the soil to make 
them 
grow’ rapidly, they should not be ted 
I no heavily on nitrogenous 
matter 
because of the tendency to increase 
the tops at the expense of the pods. 
(hie pint o f snap beans will plant 
a little more than I OU feet of row. 
The seeds may be placed in hills, five 
lo ii hill, and the hills "paced one 
foot apart, or they may he drilled, 
with one bean every three inches in 
tin* row. 
'Ihe depth seeds should he 
hovered depends on the character o f 
the soil. 
I f it is light, sandy loam, 
the seed should be covered about one 
inch and the ground slightly tinned. 
If the soil is inclined to he heavy, the 
seed should not Im* covered so deeply, 
and care should Im* taken that the 
-oil is not packed over the beans, 
In ca>e of a beating rain after 
planting and before the beans are up 
the surface soil over the rows should 
he loosened by means of a steel rake, 
care being taken that the beans are 
not injured in the process. 
Beans 
should never be cultivated or hoed 
when the foliage is wet with rain or 
dew. Forty to sixty days after plant­ 
ing will be required for snap beans 
to mature, and each 
planting will 
continue to supply pods for 
about 
two or three weeks ii’ weather condi­ 
tions are favorable.—United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


CITY GARDENER SELLS 
FOOD TO FARMERS 


A home gardener iii Bluffton. Ind., 
finding the city market over-supplied 
with locally grown early 
tomatoes 
last season, advertised in the local 
papers and sold his entire crop to 
farmers, who came to his place at 
the edge of town to purchase for 
their own use.

busy with their field crops and neg­ 
lected to plant early 
tomatoes for 
home use. 
Thus the city gardener supplied 
the farmer with food while the farm ­ 
er was producing the corn, wheat and 
hogs to feed the world’s population. 
The city gardener was doing his pa­ 
triotic duty by helping with produc­ 
tion through the limited means at his 
disposal. 
Every pound of food grown on the 
land available for this purpose
